VOTE AGAINST IT.

"The general RB«eml)ly miy hy 
Kenerxl laws provide for taxHtioii by 
lounicipalittes of property other than 
ItindB and Improvements thereon, 
based on income, iiceoBes or frHii 
ubises which may be either in addi- 
tion to or In lieu of ad valoiem taxes 
thereon." 

The danger is in providing f< 
other forms of tasatiou "in lieu of ad 
valorem tHxe« " Should tbis ameud 
ment be itil'>|>t('d it will destroy tht 
imifoniiity aiid .i|ui.lity of taxation 
now existing. It is only intended to 
foster oImb legislation in the interest 
of wealthy corporations. 

The Republicans in their last State 
convention declared in fsvor of ti 
amendment, but aa they have ad) 
oated almost every other form of class 
legislation, they are consistent in fav- 
ing this amendment. 
There is no good reason why one 
class of taxable property should pay 
a lower rate (if tH.ves than any other 
class in the Kaine city. Since the 
adoption of the present constitution, 
icb has a few good provisions in it, 
certain interests favored under tbe old 
one, have been trying to avoid 
its provisions, first by legia'ative en- 
tmeut of City Charters iu violation 
of constitutional provisions, and later 
hy judicial decisions, but having 
these attempts it is now pro- 
posed to seek through coustitutioual 
idmeut to olitaiu these special 
privileges. 
The real purpose of tin/ pnniosed 
nendment, as we see it, is to enable 
certain wealthy corporations to se- 
cure a lower rate of taxation thau is 
paid by their less fortunate and less 
influential neighliorB. We still hold 
to tbe old and fundamental Demo- 
cratic doctrine of equal and exact 
justice, to all and exclusive privileges 
le, and are, therefore, uualter 
ipposed to the adoption of the 
sell eoii.stitutidiiiil itmeudment.

Benton, Ky., Oot.— The jury to day 
found Noah Fraukliq guilt/ of the 
murder of Daisy Sullivan, and flzed 
his punishment at the life imprison 

The crime for which Franklin has 

been convicted was a most atrocious 
one. Daisy .Sulliv;iii was a comely 
country girl, ahmit sc-vfiitceii 
age, aud liveil with her parents and 
two younger lirothers near 
biirg.in this f .\lais|,all) county. She 
had been sediicfHl iiiid in about two 
weeks fr^m the time of her death 
would have become a mother. The 
murder thus proved a double one. 

On the night of ( )ctober ?30, last, 
about 9 o'clock, Daisy .Siilli\an was 
luinlered. The house in which the 
Jiillivan's lived was a tlouhle log 
triR-tnre with an open hallway be- 
wedi. D,iisy left the room where 
I '1 lather aud mother were sitting, 
her hrotht-rs having gone coon hunt- 
ing, ami started across the liall. A 
shot rung out, and Daisy sereained. 
Mrs. .Sullivan liegg-ed her hust>aiid 
not to go out, fearing he, too, would 
1)1- shot, ill terror the liiisliand and 
crouched upon the lloor to avoid 
being seen from the window, await- 
ing the return of their sons. It was 
over an hour before they came and 
found their sister lying dead iu a pool 
of her own blood. Death had been 
instantaneous. She had fallen upon a 
(el which she held in her hand, 
it was broken to pieces. 'Mie 
shot had evidently been tired from 
b- hiud a clump of vines just oUtside 
till- house, and had hit the girl at 
n isi range. The charge entered 
jii-t, al) )ve her heart, leaving a gap- 
iug wound. 

Suspicion first attached to her 
father, about whom ugly rumors had 
beeu circulated iu connection with his 
daughter's ruin. Sullivan talked 
very frinkly about the matter, deny- 
ing both crimes attributed ^o him. 
Then it was remembered that Noah 
Franklin, a young man of the neigh 
borhood who had been paying some 
attention to the girl, had been quite 
active in an effort to have old man 
Sullivan indicted by the grand jury 
for incest. This effort failed, aud 
then, it is claimed, .Franklin inadi 
threats of killing both Sullivan aud 
the girl. Daisy had confided to her 
mother that Franklin had accom 
plisbed her ruin. It was found that 
Franklin had bought five cents' worth 
of shot on the day of the killing, 
btated. 

A warrant was sworn out for Frank 
liu's arrest. On preliminary trial be- 
fore the county judge testimony about 
the threats was uot brought out, and 
Franklin was discharged. Subse 
quently the grand jury indicted him 
tor murder. The case was continued 
over one term, and this continuance 
was made an issue in the race for the 
nomination for circuit judge, result 
ing in JudjB^ Bishop's defeat. 

In the trial over 200 witnesses were 
examined, and the case was bitterly 
fought from the start to the finish.

HIGH CHIMNEYS. 

A Glasgow Stack Tnat Towers Up 
468 Feet-Weighs 8,000 Tons 
The honor of possessing the highest 
chimney in the woi ld belongs to Ola 
gow, where there aic U\o stiicks of 
colossal proportions. One of these — 
the Townsend shaft at fort Dundas 
—has a total height ot -iGS feet, with 
a diameter at the base of 32 feet, and 
at the top of 13 feet 4 inches. The 
structure weighs about 8,000 tons. 
The other slack— that at St. Rollox, 
<ihis.-ow- lias a, total height of 445 
fed 0 iiu hes, u iih a diameter at the 
ha^e of oO feet and at the to]\of 13 
feet 6 inches. The managing director 
of Joseph Townsend, Limited, Jtr. 
Oliver C. Townsend, has been good 
enough to give me the following j)ar- 
ticulars of their shaft: hounded in 
May, 1857; coping laid October (5, 
185!); bent by storm of September 9, 
1859; restored to j)erpendiculnr by 
sawing from September 21 till Octo- 
ber 1, 1859. Total height, 4(58 fe.et; 
from surface to top of cope, 454 feet; 
outside diiimeter at fonntlalion, 50 
feet; at surface, 32 feet; at top of 
cope, 12 feet 8 inches; height of light- 
ning conductor at top of chimney, 
20 feet. There .js a chimney at Co- 
logne which in 442 feet high, with a 
diameter at the .^(piaro' base of 39 
feet and at the round lop td' II feet <> 
inches. Its weight is about 5,500 
tons. Another towiinL; ihiiniieyon 
the continent is tiial at the Hoyal 
smelting ^works near Ircihurg, in 
Saxony. It is built ui)oii the top of 
a hill, where it stands isolab d, and is 
4G0 feet high. The most costly chim- 
ney in the world is inlJradfonj.atthe 
famous Manningham mills. The 
i-haft is a remarkable structure archi- 
tecturally, and is the most prominent 
feature iu the landscape iu that part 
of Yorkshire. It is 25(i fwt C. inches 
high, ninl 21 feet square. It contains 
8,000 tons of material, and cost rather 
more than £10,000, A {x-culiarity of 
this shaft is that it is as broad at the 
top as it is at the hottom, but the in- 
terior is wider at the smnmit than at 
the base, the dimensions being 13 feet 
and lit feet, respectively. In addition 
possessing the most expensive 
chimney, Bradford has the gloomy 
distinction of having experienced the 
most terrible disaster on record — th^f 
of the Newlands mill. — Ltidgatc 
Monthly.

A New Gimn witli an Old Name— A 
Terror to Bef5jnncr8. 

"Oh, 1 can play croquet." 

"Von can, can you?" 

"Of ilourse, its' vesy — nolhin;; bii 
whacking a lot of baiT^nrouud on the 
lawn with a little mallet. I used to 
play it when I was little." 

That i."; what in arly everyone woiild 
say if a'-kefl; Imt playing woqnet is 
not so easy now as it used to be, when 
a fairly skillful player could start 
third or fourth and go cloaiythrough 
to the further stake in one inning. 
Just lis in baseball, "one out, side out" 
used to be tin! ml". \ow it takes 
three ont to give a fellow n chanc 
lo bat again; so crocpict has been made 
harder and harder, uulil now it's a 
terror to beginners. 

In (he first place, it isn't played — 
at least, in mntcli games of any im- 
portance — on grass or lawnp, but up- 
on carefully lieaten dirt courts, as level 
as hilliard'tablcs. They are like bil- 
liard tables, too, in that they have 
raised edges of beveled timber all 
around them, from which carom or 
rebounding shots can be made; and 
a good player is expected not only to 
be able to make cj^nnn shots, but to 
hit his ball n dow nward blow with the 
mnllet and make it .jump right over 
another ball or wire that he doesn't 
w«|t to hit. 

But the most vexatious thing about 
the modem croquet game is the way 
in wliich the wickets, or arches, liav 
been narrowed. They used to be ten 
inchc? wide at the start, and half 
the time were spread an inch or s( 
wider before being driven into the 
ground with a mallet. Now tlu 
dinarv wickets are exactlv 3.^ in 
wide.'and the two arches or'wickets 
set side. by side in the middle of the 
ground have only 3 3-8 inches of space 
Ixtweon the wires. A regulation cro- 
quet linll is 3} inches in diameter, so 
that there is just a quarter of an inch 
to spare in going through an ordinary 
wicket, and in the middle wickets 
only an eighth of an inch. This ren- 
ders it hard to make a shot when tbf 
ball is not in good position. Beside 
the balls are no longer turned out 
of wood with a lathe, but are made of 
bard fpresped rubber. The mallet may 
he boxwood, but the head is oft 
a steel tube filled with wood in 
middle, with .one end of soft rubber 
and one of hard rubber. The mallet 
heads are long and straight, the han- 
dles vary in length, but are commonly 
shorter than in the old days, nmning 
down even to 12 inches. 

Cro<[uet was for a time badly dis- 
tanced in the popular affection by 
tennis, just as tennis has since suffered 
by the golf craze; but the older ga 
seems now to be gaining ground again 
in all parts of the country. — Philadel- 
phia Press.

The most costly chim- 
ney ill the world is in Bradford, at the 
famous Manningham mills. The 
shaft is a remarkable strticture archi- 
tecturally, and is the most jirominent 
feature in the landscape in that part 
of Yorkshire. It is 25ij feet G inches 
high, and 21 feet square. It contains 
8,000 tons of material, and cost rather 
more than £10,000, A ix^culiarity of 
this shaft is that it is as broad at the 
top as it is at the bottom, but the in- 
terior is wider at the suuimit than at 
the base, the dimensions being 1 .'5 feet 
10 feet, respectively.

The mallet may 
be bo.xwood, but the head is often cr 
a steel tube filled with wood in the 
middle, with .one end of soft rubber 
and one of hard rubber. The mallet 
heads are long and straight, the han- 
dles vary in length, but are commonly 
shorter than in the old days, running 
down even to 12 inches. 

Cro(iuet was for a time badly dis- 
tanced in the popular afPection by 
tennis, just as tennis has since suffered 
by the golf t raze; but the older game 
seems now to be gainingground again 
in all jiartsofthie country.— Philadel- 
phia I'ress.

The word Armenia does 
not exist for the Turks, and it h, 
been erased from nil their maps, l^i 
as "Ileryastan" soimds soniethin;,' 
like ''fTayastan," a Turkish censor 
ordered the ex|)urgalioTi of the for- 
mer word And so Hililos in which 
the word Judea does not appear are 
under the ban. 

■Soinotimos the ron.«tantinople pa- 
pers, in Turkish «,« well as in foreign 
languages, express their feidings by 
means of typographical errors. When 
Hassan Pasha, inini~ier of niarinr 
ceiveil n vnluahle sword of honor from 
the sultan, one of these pa]K>r.s wrote: 
" Sabre do grand voleur," (sword ol 
-real thief) instead of ''Sabre dt 
u'laiuh: valeur," (..word of great 
value). The censors now hold tin 
editors responsihh' fur ty pne'iaph ic;i 
errors. 

In times of jnilitieal excitement tin
